Special meeting of the Council, No­ 
vember gf 1924, 5 p.m. 
President A. L. Jolly 
called

council to order with members pres­ 
ent as follows: Buck, Maxwell, Nor­ 
wood, Royer and Sivley. He read the 
call for ibis meeting which was to 
consider a resolution with refernce 
to the áomerville road repairs. 
The following resolution was adopt­ 
ed: 
Whereas, a portion of the Bee 
Line highway is located within the 
corporate limita of the City of Albany, 
Ala., is out of repair and needs at­ 
tention, and whereas, said city is 
short of funds with which to repair 
the same, but is desirious of having 
said repairs done as speedily as pos­ 
ible, and, whereas some negotiations 
have been had between Thomas A. 
Bowles, city treasurer of said city and 
B. L. Malone on the part of the said 
city to enlist the aid and assistance 
of the state hif5way commission of 
Alabama in repairing said highway in 
said city, the earn* being known as 
the Decatur and Somerville pike. 
Therefore, be it resblved, by the city 
council of Albany, Ala., as follows: 
If the state highway commission will 
repair and pul; in condition that part 
of the Decatur and Somerville pike 
road in the city^f Albany, Ala., be­ 
ginning at the southern boundary of 
said city and going north to and in­ 
cluding the intersection of 9th street 
South in said city, the 
said 
city 
pledges itself to repair and put in con­ 
dition that part of the said Decatur 
and Somerville pike road beginning 
at the intersection of 9th street south 
and gding north to and including the 
intersection of Moulton street east. 
It was stated unofficially that the 
state highway department subscribed 
to the above agreement, but had nev­ 
er undertaken the completion of the 
project. 
“Echols Hill” has been re­ 
paired in portions several times since 
the matter was brought to light some 
two years ago, but the actual paving 
of the thoroughfare is still awaited 
by the people of these cities and peo­ 
ple of the county who must travel the 
roadway daily.

BOMB EXPLODED AT 


THE ‘DOORSTEP’ OF 


AMERICAN LEGATION 


Some Damage Caused 
To Building But No 
One Is Injured

Second Explosion With­

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, June 4 - 
A bomb was exploded at the door of 
the American legation today. Some 
damage was caused but no one was 
injured. 
The bomb explosion In Montevideo 
today is the second that has occured 
in front of an American legation in 
South American countries within the 
past few weeks. On May 16 a bomb 
exploded in front of the United States 
ministry in Buenos Aires, 
causing 
some damage to the structure, but in­ 
juring no one. 
The Buenos Aires explosion in po­ 
lice circles was attributed to agita­ 
tors protesting against the convention 
for murder in Massachusetts, of Ni- 
olo Sacco and Bartholomeo Vanvetti.
